Though Schumann himself said that 
description and painting were not part 
of his intention when writing this 
Symphony, we find from authentic In- 
formation given In Lltzmann's book on 
Schumann that the four movements 
were originally entitled (1) Beginning 
of Spring, (2) Evcnlnt*, (S) Merry Com- 
panions, (4) Full Spring. 

The flrHt movement opens with an 
Introductory andante of -thirty-eight 
bars, containing the theme played by 
the horns and trumpets, and leading 1 to 
the Allegro Malto Vivace. The second 
subject, In contrast to the pomposity of 
the principal subject, is lightly scored 
and charming in effect. In the develop- 
ment the material Is drawn mainly 
from the principal subject, and after 
the approach to and restatement of tho 
two subjects, the movement Is brought 
to a olose by a smooth and graceful 
coda. 

The second movement, a larghetto In 
E flat, 3-8 time, 1a a direct contrast to 
the first, being less heavily scored. 
The theme Is Introduced by the first 
violins, and after an episodical passage, 
appears again on the vioioncello. Aftor 
a second episode, the oboes play the 
theme once more. The erfflolent 
orchestral treatment of the accompani- 
ment is a feature of caoh appearance 
of the theme.

CLASS 
IN GREAT SHAPE 

Class Now Consists Of Seri- 
ous Workers Only. 



The wrestlers held' an excellent 
practice • yesterday- afternoon. 'All 
the shirkers, who gave In their nrinios 
when the class began and have at- 
tended about a quarter only. of the 
turn outs, have by now been eliminat- 
ed. Thus tho attendances now consist 
of men who arc taking it seriously, 
and 'the .work Is able to proceed far 

more rapidly. 

Mr. Smith, as usual, kept things 
moving, but tho condition of all the 
men is steadily improving, und they 
are able lo stand longer and stiffer 
bouts every time. The great point to 
aim at. and this docs not apply to 
wrestling only, is conservation ot 
energy. This Is best achieved by 
deep and, .steady breathing, which has 
the additional ..advantage, of promoting 
calmness atyl . confidence. In fact 
the all round importance of correct 
breathing cannot be sufficiently em- 
phasized. 

The whole of tho practice was spent 
in bouts, as Mr. Smith wants the men 
to become proficient in what they al- 
ready know before proceeding to the 
more complicated holds. The major- 
ity of the men nre by now, in Mr. 
Smith's words, "beginning to look like 
wrcBtlors." Some of the men in the 
heavyweight class, whoro strength Is 
thoxmaln assot, arc doing particularly 
good work. In tho. lightweight class 
there is a noticeable Improvement in 
Bpocd. Some very good boulB ntay 
bo expected nt tho smoker which the 
club is holding, and those who go will 
get their money's "'worth. 

TREK PLANTING IS URGED. 
Prof. IC. W. Woodward, of New 
Hampshire College, proposes Ihut in- 
stead of cutting down a troo for 
Christmas It would be better to set 
out one. "It usually happens," ho 
says, "that the Btralghtest and most 
likely trcCB arc selected and are after- 
ward thrown away. Not only are tho 
woodlands deprived of these trees 
year aftor year, but tho tree's usoful 
noss is only a transitory one. Why 
not bave a permanent Christmas treo 
in the community, set out near tho, 
church or town hall ! A fir or spruce 
of good proportions would thus help 
to beautify its surroundings through 
out the year. It 20 feet high, it 
should be dug up with a ball of earth 
about three to four feet In- diameter 
and might well be transplanted early 
in December." 

For family Christmas trees, Profes- 
sor Woodward suggests that a conlfor 
from three to,, four feet high be dug 
or purchased and afterward set out 
on the lawn.

Some years ago when the Faculty of Arts formed a larger pro- 
portion of the total McGill registration than it does to-day, it was 
perhaps possible to distinguish a McGill B.A. wherever one might 
encounter him, from his less fortunate brethren by certain unmis 
'.akeable signs-manual, which although indefinable were none the 
ess infallible. To-day, however, McGill has become so cosmopo- 
itan in her composition, so catholic in her aims, that these former 
distinction have become obliterated. In place of the former select 
cotcria, by their very paucity susceptible of a certain unification, 
.vc now have an institution turning out annually, and from half a 
dozen faculties, scores of graduates' who have, perhaps, little in 
•oinmon but a respect and admiration for their Alma Mater. As 
S consequence the tendency has been rather away from, than to- 
wards, such a homogeneity as obtains at OxJord or Cambridge, and 
if Chancellor Bcatty had this comparison in mind when making Iris 
statement we fully assent thereto. 

But, after all, the formation of a recognizable University type 
pends neither upon a fixed standard of thought nor yet upon 
uric purely parochial idiosyncrasy. As a school, the university's 
function is the proper direction of thought and the question of 
whether or not its leaching results in the formation of a distinct 
1 type is entirely subordinate to the manner in which it fulfills that 
function. As regards McGill the verdict on this point is uncqui- 
| vocal, for without unseemly boasting it is well within the limits of 
! truth to say that, in the comparatively short period of her existence, 
McGill has set up a standard of efficiency in. education that has 
gained for her the confidence and respect of many older institutions. 
F'or, after all, it is little service to acquire a broad "a" if its con- 
comitant js to be ft narrow vision, the real criterion in estimating 
whpther a university produces a definite type, does not consist in 
its insistence upon certain dogmas, or in some peculiarity of speech 
" or manner but rather upon its uniform maintenance of the standards' 
of scholarship and efficiency. In this sense it would be fatuous to 
deny that McGill, whatever may be the case with other Canadian 
universities, has indeed, produced a definite type — a type moreover 
which depends for its individuality neither upon the adoption of 
some esoteric shibboleth nor a tenacious hold upon some outworn 
"system of opinions" but rather upon its undeviating conformity to 
those high standards of attainment it has itself set up. In a word 
"N McGill has "standardized" *hcr graduates, and the resultant type is 
readily distinguishable wherever breadth of mind and solidity of 
training arc recognized and appreciated.

meeting of the Electrical Club, held 
yesterday afternoon in the h*n»1ne»r- 
lag Building. 

Mr. O. L. Wlgga gare a very oota- 
preheoalTv r©»dla« on the "Electrifl 
cation of Hallways.' He pointed out 
that the ahortace or coal, at prêtent 
existing In Canada and curtailing In- 
dustry to a sreat extent, would be 
greatly relieved by the use of eleotrl 
city as motive power on our groat 
Transcontinental railways. Ho also 
demonstrated that engineering condl 
tlons were all In favor of such a move 
by our country. 

He continued by saying that owing 
to the expense involved in the initial 
Instalment of such a system, many of 
the great corporations hesitated to 
adopt this plan. However, owing to 
the great advantages accruing; from 
electrification, ho thought that they 
would soon realize the error of their 
ways. Even if this consideration did 
not Induce them to adopt such 
scheme it was bis confident opinion 
that the present coal situation would 
soon make such an innovation a ne- 
cessity. 

This subject, ono of great import- 
unco in these uncertain times, was 
most ably handled by Mr. Wlggs.

But of tha 
Treaty of Westphalia pronounced tin 
dlasolutlon of the old order in the Em- 
pire, It facilitated the growth of new 
Power» ta its component parts, especi- 
ally Austria, Bavaria and Brandenlm**. 

In conclusion, the following general 
commenta might be made: 

The Ion of territory was enormous. 
The territory awarded to fiweden gave 
her control of both the Baltio sail 
North Seta, far more than Quatarua 
Adolphus had ever hoped to win: while 
Franco gained absolute control of het 
new territories. 

Politically, the Treaty ot Westphnlla 
did not so much make changea aa 
sanction those already effected. The 
whole tendency of the. Reformaitlon l.ad 
i to relax the bonds which united 
various elements of the stato to 
each other and tojhelr head. It divide! 
the nation Into two hostile parties, ard 
the Emperor was not able to aesn-K 
towards them a perfectly Impartial 
position. His Imperial crown rnipoa »d 
upon htm the necessity of associating 
himself with the Roman Catholic-', 
which gave the Protestants a new nnd 
powerful reason for looking upon Mm 
wltfi Jealousy and trying to tflminUh 
his authority. Tho Roman Catholics 
while maintaining their religion, wore 
wIlMng enough to co-operate with thorn 
for thla object, and Germany often nkxr 
the strange spectacle of princes rally- 
ing around tho Emperor for the defence 
of the Church and at the some time 
striking deadly blows at hla politic-, 
influence, The importance of thla to 
us In our consideration of the trejty 
Is the fact that' thla was tho stats of 
affairs which already existed In Oer- 
many, and that the Treaty nt Weal 
phalla virtually legalised the state ot 
thing* aa they existed. 

That whlohigivea the Treaty of WesS 
phalla its prominent place amongst 
treaties 1» that tt drew a final de 
marcaUon between the two religions 
which divided Europe and settled once 
for all the principle that men should 
not be persecuted lor their religious 
faith. It la true that It formally reeog 
nlaed only the three creeds, Catholicism 
Luthemalam and Calvinism, but so 
muoh suffering had been causod by tl.e 
interference of the state with Indivldita'. 
conviction that toleration In the largest 
sense, so far aa law was concerned, whs 
virtually conceded. Thla was tho «Io 
advantage pained from the war Ijy tho 
Prolestants. 

The treaty was In a fundamental law 
of the German, constitution, and formed 
the basis of all subsequent theatics 
unj'll the dissolution of tho German 
Empire. 



THE TREATY OF VIENNA, U15 

Never slnco tho break-up of medieval 
Christendom had the concert of Europe 
been "so living a reality as It was at the 
close of the Napoleonlo war. The long 
duration of the struggle, as well as the 
severity of its nature had welded the 
members of the successive coalitions 
Into something approaching a confed 
cratlon. The Quadruplo Alliance had 
united Britain, Austria, Russia and 
Prussia In close ties of personal friend- 
ship. It was to these four powers that 
the overthrow of Napoleon had been 
due, and It was they who hp I made 
arrangements for tho assomV -ng of 
the Congress of Vienna. ^ 

On no previous occasion had ho lm 
postan a diplomatic conference been 
held; never toefore had so many 
monarchs and ministers of the first 
rank been collected together. Six 
■relngtng eovcrclgns were present, in 
eluding Francis I of Austria. Alex 
under I of nussla, and Frederick 
William III of Prussia. Among tho 
leading representative memlbers were 
Metternlch, who exercised a dominant 
Influonce upon Its deliberations; Har- 
dertberg. 1 Costlerelgh, Wellington and 
Tallyrand. 

Tho main ta*ks which lay before tho 
dolegatcs when they met on November 
S. 1S14, were five In number, viz., first, 
to erect n barrier around France so 
that If at any time the revolutionary 
flame should break out again In thât 
country. It mfiffit the more easily be 
prevented 'from spreading, and so that 
if another Napoleon should arise he 
might find himself hemmed In by a ring 
of watchful powers: secondly, to pro- 
vide a- new constitution for Germany: 
thirdly, to decide the fates of (1) the 
I Grand Duchy of Warsaw; (2) Saxony, 
whose rulor had fought for Napoleon 
up to the battle of Llcpslg; and (») 
Finland, which Russia had absorbed 
from Sweden In 1809; fourthly, to re- 
partition Italy; finally, to penalize 
Denmark for her antagonism to the 
Allies, and to reward Sweden for tho 
valuable aid she had rendered to Ruaala 
and Prussia emce 1812. 
Several of theso'q'uostlons bad been

The LraaUy wtilcl. h.d 
hrought Prussia Into the coalition con- 
tained definite promlaw for her tosses 
of HOT. Similarly, Aualrla jhad re- 
otlved the aeauranee that her I oat 
Tyrolem, and Dalmatian provinces 
•hould b. restored to her, with Import, 
ant additions In Italy. 

Thue the Plenipotentiaries com- 
menced Mielr negotiation not only 
with a long eerie* of extremely dlffl- 
OUlt problem* to solve, but also with 
th.tr hand. Hod by a formidable tangle 
of public treat!** and prlvaU promises, 
Th... pre.exl.tlng treatle*. and prom- 
teea, together with certain prevailing 
principle, and prapo..aaslons, Vgely 
determined the coure, of the dlaou.. 
aiona and ultimate décision». 

In June, IHI, the Congre,, ot Vienna 
had finished Ita wor> and had am- 
bodied it. main decisions In a ao.ealled 
Final Aot. Tr«a>i decision, may be 
•umroarlted a. folio wa: First, In order 
to Provide tha barrier supposed to he 
aeceesary to keep the French from 
breaking out again; Belgium, Irreepeo- 
tlve of the wishes of lta inhabitant., 
waa Joined to Holland under the gov- 
eminent of the Prince of Orange; the 
Rrtne Province, of Germany, regardless 
of the dominant Catholicism of their 
peoples, were transferred to Protestant 
iPruosia, which waa further strength- 
ened by tbys acqulattlon of parts of 
Saxony and Poland; the Swlas Con 
federation was re-organlzed, and waa 
reinforced by v the addition of three new 
cantons of Valais. Geneva and Neuf- 
chatel; flnnlly, NJce and Genot, In spite 
of their pronounced republicanism and 
In face of their vehement protests, were 
delivered Into the hands of tho King 
of Sardinia, to be Joined to Savoy and 
Piedmont. Secondly. Germany was 
provided with a constitution, the main 
features of which had been agreed upon 
as the result or a long series of con 
ferences attended by representatives 
of the various German states. A Bund 
or Confederation was set up, compris 
ing ihlrty-nlnc member* — six king- 
doms, seven grand duchies, nine 
duchies, eleven principalities, four free 
cities, together with the two territories 
of Holateln and Luxembourg. Eaoh of 
the members was an international per 
son, and the Diet of tho Confederation, 
located at Frankfort-on-Maln, was no 
more than a permanent congress of 
diplomatic agents. Executive power 
was wholly lacking in this loose nnd 
discordant system of government. 
Thirdly, Poland waB repartltloned be- 
tween Austria, Prussia and Russia, al 
though not quito on the lines of the 
divisions of 1772-95. Alexander I re 
eelved rather more than his prede- 
cessera had held, and he waa allowed 
to form It Into a constitutional king- 
dom separate from Russia. Russia, 
too, was confirmed In her possession 
of Finland, Sweden finding compensa 
tion In the acquisition of Norway, or 
Saxony, two-fifths were bestowed on 
Prussia, the remaining three-fifths 
being restored to the former king, 
Frederick Augustus. Fourthly, Italy 
was parcelled out Into eight sections, 
aa follows: Austria received Lombardy 
and Venetla; members of the Haps- 
burg House were replanted In Tuscany, 
Modena and Parma; the Boutlbons 
returned to Naples and Lucca; tho 
Pope was re-cstabllshod In tho States 
of the Church. Fifthly, Denmark was 
Punlehed for her oupport of Napoleon 
by being deprived of Norway, which 
had beon ' under her rule since the 
Union of Kafmnr, in 1397; Britain, on 
tho other band, was allowed to take as 
her reward for her Immense exertions 
and sacrifices, such outposts of tho 
Empire -aa Heligoland, Malta, the pro 
tectorate of the Ionian Ialands, Cape 
Colony, Ceylon, Trinidad nnd the Island 
of St. Lucia. 

Other problems had been brought up 
at the Congress but hnd ibeen found 
too contontlous to admit or solution 
One such question was that or the 
Spanish-American colonies, which 
wore In jrevolt against the attempt of 
the mothor country to re-assort her 
authority over them. Another rolated 
to thb slave trade, which England was 
anxious to repress; Jealousy of British 
sea-power, however, caused tho Con 
gress to hesitate to grant or'rocognlze 
tho necessary rights of search, and it 
merely expressed Its moral disapproval 
of tho trade. A third wa« the Eastern 
Question, which had (boon ralsod4>y an 
appeal of the Greeks against tho mis- 
government of the Turke. This In 
volve'd matters far too vast and con- 
troversial for the diplomats of Vienna 
even to consider, and It was dismissed.
